Country. The Horſe is a ſagacious and docile Ani- 
mal, fierce and couragious in War.

Some of theſe build in Holes of Trees: others make 
Neſts of en oval figure, with an Hole left open in the 
Aſide to goin and out at. They are reſtleſs Birds, ne- 
| ver fitting long ſtill i a Place, but flitting from 
W- Bough to Bougb, and from Tree, to Tree. They have 
ſhort Bills, ſmall Bodies, and long Tails: 
72. THE Long-taiba INDIAN "SPARROW is 
of equal bigneſs to our Houſe-Sparrow. It hath a 
ſhort thick Bill, ofa ſcarlet Colour. Its Head is black- ' 
iſh, with a mixtu e of greeniſh Colour inclining to 
blue. The Wings are of three Colours chiefly ; firſt, 
that now mentioned ; ſecondly, a white, as appears in 
the figure; thirdly a black; to which ſucceeds 
fourthly, a yellowiſh Colour.

75. THE BULFINCH is à very docile Bire, 
and will nearly imitate the Sound of a Pipe, or the 
Whiſtle of a Man with its Voice.

ter it is caught, without ufing any Art or Care, it 
will fall to its Meat and Drink; nor is. it ſo. ſacred 
and affrighted at the Preſence of à Min, as to ftrike 
its Bill and Wings againſt the ſide of its Cage, as 
moſt other Birds are wont to do.

and almoſt muſical Inflection of its Voice, making ve=

Feathers on the crown of the Head and the Chin 
are white, The Neck white and - aſh coloured, 
tinctured with. red, The throat white, being de. 
Jicately painted with black Spots- The Breſt, Back, 
and Wings, are various, inelining to yellow, aſh, and 
black. It feeds upon Fiſhes, Frogs, c. Herons, 
build ſometimes on the tops of great Trees, like 
Rooks, and for the moſt part many together.. 
86 The leſſer aſh- coloured Heron, called by 
the - Germans the Night-Raven. is leſſer than the 
"common Heron, and hath a ſhorter Neck. Its back 
and. crown are black: its neck aſh coloured: its 
throat and belly tinctured with yellow. A white 
line is extended from the Eyes to the Bill. From 
the hinder part of the Head it- hath a Creſt of three f 
Feathers five Inches long, hanging down over the 
Back; whereby it differs from all other Birds. Its 
Wings and Tail are of an aſh colour: its Bill black; 
its Legs and Feet are of a yellowiſh green. This 
Bird is called Night-Raven, becauſe in the Night-

7: The BITTERN is near as big as the 
Common Heron, Its Head is ſmall, norrow, or 
compreſſed at the fides. The Crown is Black; the 
Throat and fides of the Neck are red. with narrow 
black Lines; the Back is Parti colou ed, of a pale red 
and black. The back Claw of this Bird, which 1s 
remarkably thick and long above the reſt, is wont to 
be ſet in filver for a Picktooth? and is thought to 
have a ſingular Property of preſerving teeth. This 
Bird when it bellows makes a dreadfull Noiſe ; and 
it is faid, that it gives always an odd number of 

Rambs at a time, viz. three or five, which by Obſer- 

vation has been found to be falſe, It begins to bel

are of Opinion that it thruſts its Bill into a Reed, 
by the help whereof it makes that Jowing or drum- 
ming Noiſe ; Others ſay, that it thruſts its Bi into 
the Water, Mud, or Earth, and by that means imi- 
te tes the lowing of an Ox. It hides itſelf commonly 
azmorg Reeds and Bujbes, and ſometimes lies in, 
Hedges with its Neck and He.d erect.

88 The Common or White  STORK, is bigger 
than the Common Heron; its Neck thicker and 
ſhorter; its Head, Neck, and : forepart white ; the 
Rump and outſide of the Wings black; the Se 
white, the Quail-feathers- of the Wings are Slack: 
the Taile white; the Sill long, and red like an He. 
 ron's Its Claws are broad, like the zails of a Man.

89 The Spoon-bill is a very large Fowl. The 
Colour of the whole body is white like a Swan's, -

In a certain Grove at a 
Village called Sevenhays, not far from Leyden in Hol- 
land, this. ſort of Birds build and breed yearly in re 
zumbers, on the tops of high trees; where alſo build 
Herons, Night-ravens, Shags, Cormorants c. 
90 The Woodcock is ſomewhat leſſer than a 
Partridge, The upper fide. of the body is parti- 


coloured © 
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coloured, of red, black, and grey, very beautiful 
to behold; from the 4:// almoſt to the middle of the 
Head it is of a reddiſh aſh Colour: The Breaſt and 
Belly are grey, with tranſverſe brown lines; under 
the Tail it is ſomewhat yellowiſh; the Chin is white 
with a tincture of yellow.

THE GOODWIT, called in ſome Places the 
Yarehelp, or Y7arwhip, in others the Stone., loꝛber, is 
like aad equal to a Woodcock, or a little bigger. 
It lives, and ſeeks its Food on the ſandy Shores by the 
See lide, which for a great Space are uncovered when 
the Tide is out, where it hid's not itfelf like the 
Woodcock, but walks np and down the Sands in 
open view, like a Gull. 

93 THE CURLEW is a pretty large Sea Foul, 
weighing about twety five Ounces: it is found on

The Colour 
in theſe, as in other tame Birds, is various; in ſome 
brown, in ſome grey, & When it is angry, it hiſſes 
like a Serpent. It is very long-lived, as has been 
mentioned in the Deſcription of the Swan.

It is ſaid it will 
live a long time out of the Water : One taken at Ri- 
mini ( according to Gejner) lived three Days upon 
Land. Dolphins ſometimes ſwim in Sholes, ſome- 
times the Male and Female together, but never fing]y.

The Fleſb of a Trout, eſpecially 
when old, is drier than that of a Salmon, and there- 
fore more hard of Digeſtion; Thole are the belt, that 
are taken in the pureſt Waters. In the Month” of 
December they ſpawn, making themſelves Beds in the 
gravelly Bottoms of Ponds, Dykes, Sc. Contrary to 
the manner of other F;/þ, they are leiſt eſteemed 
when neareft ſpawning : In the Months of Jah, and 
Auguſt, they are moſt fat, and. bet taſted.

42. THE TOBACCOFPIPE FISH is about

Head ſomewhat ſharp and edged. It is cover'd with 
very large, ſtrong, broad Scales. It is of a yellowiſh. 
Colcur, eſpecially wken arrived to Age; the younger 
ſort are more inclined to adusky Colour; the Head 
is ſhort, in proportion to. the 1eft of the Body: It. 
has no Teeth. It ſwims with broad Fins . The Tail: 
is broad, and ſomewhat forked, of a Colour tetweerr: 
a red and a black; as is alſo the laſt Fin; it has no 
Tongue ; but in the room of that, Nature has given 
it a fleſhy Palate, that it may reliſh its Food. It 
ſpaws five or fix times in a Year. They are of a 
ſoft, moiſt, and clammy Nature; thoſe which live in: 
Rivers, near great Cities, and*by that means take in 
the filth of them, are of a bad juice; notwithſtand- 
ing by ſome Ept-ures they are very much eſteemed, 
upon account of their largeneſs and fatneſs ; thoſe are 
the moſt approv'd of which live in rapid and pure 
Waters; thoſe that are in Pools, and Ponds, have a 
muddy taſte. In the Palatinate, at a Place. called 
Michelsfield, in a Moat round a Tower, (Geſner ſays, 
that he receiv'd it from a Man worthy of credit, that) 
a Carp was taken out of that Place, that had lived 
an hundred Years. Le:nard Maſcal, about 140 Y-ars. 
ago, ſays, that, he firſt brought Carps into £xe/arnd ; 
tho* now they are common almoſt every where, in_

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48. THE STURGEON has a long Body, with 
five Rows of Scales; two on each Si le, and one on

Sturgeons are often 
expoſed to ſale in the Markets of Venice and Rome;

10 F CATERPILLERS there are many dif. 


erent ſorts: ſome of them are rough, hard, 
and ſtiff: ſome are ſoft, ſmooth, and tender 


ſome horned either in the Head or Tail; others- 


without Horns; all have many Feet. The Caterpil- 
lar Fg, 1. is hairy, has its Original from the ſeed of. 
a Butterfly, which it leaves on the leif of a Nettle. 
It continued changing for the ſpace of nineteen Days; 
and then proceeded ſrom it a moſt elegant Butterfly 
(fee Fig. 1.) having four Wings. When firſt the But- 


terfly came forth, its Wings {-ezm*d like to moi. or 


evetted Paper, trom which certain ſmall watry Drops 
diſtill'd; and, which ſeems worthy obſervation, that 


in the ſpace of half an Hour became expanded, and 


fit for flying. It lives on Honey, that it ſucks out 
of ſweet Flowers, c. It is much delighted with 
corrupt Fruit: for the ſake of which there are often 
deſperate Battles fought between ſome of theſe Speecies. 
In the Winter time, Butferflys hide themſelves in 


the Chimneys of Country Houſes, and in hollow 
Trees, c, As this Caterpillar was deriv'd from the 


Egg of fuch a Butterfly; ſo are all Caterpillars from 
the Egg: of their reſpective Butterflys : the Butter- 
fly is the Inſe& in perfection; the Caterpillar, 
Grub, or Worm, are certain Mimicks or Dilguiles 
of it for a time, in which one and the ſame Animal 


is cir; umvelied by Nature, for various uſes; . 


with the diſguiſe of a Caterpillar, that it may eat 


this or that Food; but of a Grub or Worm, that

Pillar delights in the Leaves of Nettles: nor does it 
prepare itſelf for Tranſmutation, or abſtains from

13. THE BEE, that noble, tho' (mall, Inſect, 
js about three quarters of an Inch long, having four 


Wings curiouſly ſhap'd, with ſtrong Fibres round 


and croſs them; fix Legs, a large Head, but very 


ſmall Neck, and very ſlender in the Waſte, or mid. 
die Part. Nature hath provided it with two forts 
of Inſtruments for War and Defenſe, r. her Moaath, 
wherein are her Teeth, that meet ſideways, and not 


ore over the other; with which it defends itſelf, 


and aſſaults others: And the Sting, which is in its 
Tail. With its Fangs it lays hold on Rob bers, 
which come to ſteal its Honey, whilſt another comes 


to its aſſiſtance with its Sting, which generally, car- 


ries Death to any of its own Kind that it pierces; 
and, for the moſt part, Death to 1tlef, when ic 
pierces any of the humane Species. The Sting is 
very taper and ſharp, apt, when exerted by the Bee, 


to pierce the Skin, or otheriharder Body. It con- 


tains its Poiſon about the middle of it, which may 
be diſcover'd by the help off Glaſſes. The Eyes are 
very large, cover'd.-over with a thick horpy Mem- 
brane. which occaſions the dimneſs of its Sight. But, 
to ſupply this Defect, Nature hath given it two 
Horns, which grow above its Eyes, about the tenth 
of an Inch long, in each of which there are two 
oints, one in the middle, and another near the end, 
by which it can put them forth, when it will, to the 
all length, and draw them in at pleaſure. Theſe: 
re its Inſtruments of Feeling. The Tongue is much 
longer than the Mouth will contain, and fo is doubled

the Head. Within the Breaſt it hath a reddiſh 


Fleſh, with Heart and Lungs, proper ' Taſftruments /* 
for breathing. In the hinder Parts there is a Gut, Gel | 


as alſo a Bottle or Bag, in which it carries its Ho- 


ney, which it emptieth into the Honey-comb. In 


this Bag it oſten fetches Water, to mix up its Sanda- 


rach, or Bee-bread, for the feeding its Young; a- 
bout which it is very careful, till they can ſhift for 
themſel ves. That, which has commonly been call'd the 
Drone, appears at length to be nothing elſe but the Male 
Bee, and is about half as biz agiin as the Female, 
Which only is the working Bee, ſomewhat longer, 
and not quite ſo dark-colour'd about the Head and 
Shoulders; eſpecially his Head and Eyes much larger 


than the Honey: Bee, his Voice more loud and dread- 


ful, often cauſing Fear where no Fear is, eſpecially 
to the fair and timorous Sex: for he, having no 
Sting, cannot in the leaſt hurt any Creature, but is 
wholly under the Dominion of the Females. Fe is 
ſmooth about his Neck, and very hairy all over his 
Beck. His Tongue is much ſhorter than that of the 
Females; neither can he work if he would, his 
Tongue not being long enough to reaci: the Honey 
out of the ſocketed Flowers. This Male Bee, or 
ſuppos'd Drone, is not only helpful, but neceſſary to 
the Females, in the managing of their Young : for, 
by his great Heat, he fits, and hatches the Brood, 
keeping the Eggs warm, whilſt the Honey Bees, or 


Females, follow their delightful Vocation of gather- 


ing and bringing home of Honey: During which 


time the Drone Bees are not ſuffer'd to ſtir from the 


Brood, but about one or two of the Clock, when 
the chief part of the Day's Work is over with the 
Bees, moſt of them, repairing home, take care of 
their own Brood; and ſo give leave to theſe their 
obsdient maſculine Servants, to recreate themſelves 
abroad; their Heat now being no longer neceſfary 
within doors. Then you ſhall ſee the Male Bees 
thick about the Mouth of the Hive, flying to and 
fro five or ſix large Circuits, to recreate and empty 
themſelves, then returning again to their beloved 


Honey, where they are for a time, eſpecially in Ny

they take a warm Day, and fly away all together, 
tho' perhaps to an equal, if. not a greater, expoſing 
themſelves to Death, than if they had flaid at home: 
and have ſometimes leſt Quarts of Honey behind 
them. The Bee hath, beſides the Mouſe, theſe Ene- 
mies following, z. the Moth, the Ear-wig, the 
Hornet, the Waſp, the Swallow, and the Sparrow: 
of which, as well as of many other things relating to 
the. Bees, thoſe, who defire farther Accounts, I refer 
to them who have diſtinctly treated of theſe Inſects, 
Particularly to Mr. Fojeph Warder's True Amazon, 
or Monarchy of Bees, From which Treatiſe I have 
extracted this Account of Bees; that Gentleman, 
from his nice, curious, and long . Obſervations on 
this pleaſant, and no leſs profitable Subject, being 
thought to have diſcover'd more of the Nature, Pro- 
perties, Cr. of Bees, than any that went before him. 
The Queen Bee is of all Bees the moſt glorious. Her 
Body is much bigger and longer than tliat of the 
Honey-Bee : yet her Wings are no longer than the 
' other's ; which ſhews, that ſhe is not deſign'd for 
Labour, nor long Flights, which is the continual 
Buſineſs of her Subjects. As to her Shape and Co- 
lour, her upper Parts are of a lighter brown than 
the reſt ; her hinder Part from the Waſte, (which is 
very ſmall) as it is much longer than that of the | 
Prone or Honey-Bee, ſo is it much more tzper-than 
theirs. And, whereas the Drone and Comnicn Bee 
are brown all over the hinder Part,” the Queen in 
th © Part i- as black as Jet, or poliſh'd black Marble. 
And, whereas the two great Legs of the Commons 
are quite Black, hers are all as yellow as Gold, as alſo

them in Breeding. Firſt, the Egz of her Royal 
Mother is caſt: into a- Cell, made by her Vaſſals for 
thit very. purpoſe, different from the reſt, being ex- 
actly round, much thicker in Wax, and the Cell, 
Ptoportionably to her Body, much larger than 


thaſe the common Bees make for themſelves. But 


this round Palace is never among other Cells, but 
always by it ſelf. No Monarch has a completer 
Submiſſion from his Subjects, than the Queen-Bee 
from the common Bees. Bees ſwarms moſt in Arey 
and June, tho' ſometime in April, and often in Fu- 
4% There happen frequent and deſperate Wars a- 


mongſt the Bees, one Party ſometimes endeavouring 


to plunder another of its Honey ; for which it wil 

fight vigorouſly : But, if it hcuſd ſo happen, that the 
plunder'd Bees have loft their Queen, then they will 
fide with the Rcbbers, and ſuffer the Honey to be 


carried all out of their Hive. Sometimes Bees driven 
from their own Eives, and ſeeking new Quarters, - 


by that means occaficn' great Battles.

&c. The coal black Scorpion is accounted the moſt 


venemous ; and is, both in thickneſs and lenfth, a- 
bout the fize of a Man s Finger.

Body. It has eight: Legs, and two Claws. It has a
